SEWER BOND ISSUE 


H. W. SMITH DIED 
NEAR GREENWOOD 


Hiram W. Smith, an old settler of 
the Greenwood country, died at his 
home there last Friday. 
The funeral 
services were held Saturday after­ 
noon. 
Mr. Smith is survived by his 
ipife and five children. 


At present, without the conven­ 
iences of true home surroundings, 
the cost to patrons for sanitary wag­ 
on collections is approximately one 
dollar per month.

A larger p a rt of the money will 
be spent here in Decatur for labor.
